HQ/63-2(A).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (b) of sub-section (2) of Section 45, read with sub¬ 
section (2) of Section 8 of the Air Corporation Act 1953 
(27 of 1953), Air India, with the previous approval of the 
Central Government, makes the following regulations further 
to amend the Air India Employees’ Service Regulations, 
namely;— 

1. (1) These Regulations may be called the Air India 

Employees’ Service (Amendment) Regulations, 
1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Air India Employees’ Service Regulations, 1963, 
for Regulation 21(A), the following clause shall be substi¬ 
tuted : 

(1) Subject to the provisions of ,sub-regulation (2) an 
employee on Indian scale of pay shall be eligible to encash 
Privilege Leave in accordance with the following condit'ons, 
namely :— 

(a) the encashment of Privilege Le,ave shall be allowed 
at the option of an employee; 

(b) the maximum number of days for which leave can 
be encashed shall be half of the privilege leave 
standing at the credit of an employee on the date 
of encashment reduced by one-year’s entitlement 
to be retained to the credit of the employee; 

(c) encashment of Privilege Leave shall be allowed 
only once in a financial year. 

(d) for the purpose of encashment of Privilege leave 
only pay as counting for Provident Fund contri¬ 
bution shall bo taken into account; 

(e) the rate of encashment per day shall ho calculated 
on the basis of the emoluments specified in condi- 
tion(s) and drawn by an employee in the month 
preceding the mojith in which such encashment is 
sanctioned divided by thirty: 

(f) the competent authority for sanctioning of Privilege 
Leave shall bo the authority competent to sanction 
encashment of leave; 

(g) no encashment of Privilege l.eave shall he permis¬ 
sible to an employee during the period of his 
suspension from service; 

(h) no deduction other than income tax shall be made 
from the amount payable if the encashment of 
leave is for a period less than thirty days;

(i) the amount payable towards the Privilege JLeave 
allowed to be encashed shall not be recokned m 
pay for any purpose Including Provident Fund 
contribution.
